trees. Let’s start with the 
simplest to make. 

THESE ARE made for use 
on walls—play room, door¬ 
way approach, or entryway. 
Size will be up to you. To 
make one about 18 inches 
high, here is how. First for 
the shape of the tree you 
use a “shirt board.” This is 
very light cardboard that 
comes with your shirts from 
the laundry. 

Roll in the shape of a 
cone. Spread the cone at the 
bottom to the width you 
want for the base of your 
tree. You will notice that as 
you sprea'd the cone bottom 
apaft there is a gap of three 
to four inches, Don’t worry 
about ft for it will be at the 
back of your tree when it 
is pinned against the wall. 


Pin the cone together. Now 
you are ready for the cover¬ 
ing. This can bo done With 
red or green oil cloth. 

Use the color you wish or 
make two matching trees us¬ 
ing the two colors. This is 
also pinned on- keep pins to 
the back of the cone. Over 
the cone now you can use 
various types of corsage 
flowers, fruits, or flower 
parts. Keep them uniform. 
For example on the red one 
use green decorations, on the 
green use rod. *

The now ordinance, if 
adopted at the next meeting 
of the City Council Dec. 22, 
will cover homes caring for 
minors between the ages of 
16 and 20. There is no state 
regulatory agency in this 

I field at present. 

UNDER THE new law, 
Bethany or any similar in¬ 
stitution would be investi¬ 
gated by the Police Depart¬ 
ment as to its fitness. The 
home also would be required 
to have as a staff member 
a person trained in social 
welfare who has had at least 
five years’ experience or its 
equivalent. 

If all requirements wore 
fulfilled, the institution would 
bo granted a business license 
to operate in the City of 
Sierra Madre. 

The dispute over granting 
Bethany Home for Girls a 
business license has been go¬ 
ing on for several years.

Q^-Pletise discuss Weber- 
Christlan disease.—O.E. 

A .—^This is a rather rare 
disorder characterized by re¬ 
curring bouts of fever asso¬ 
ciated with the appearance 
of crops of tender, fatty nod¬ 
ules just beneath the surface 
of the skin. 

The cause of this disease 
is not known. The nodules 
appear most frequently on 
the thighs, legs, arms and 
trunk and usually are mul¬ 
tiple. The overlying skin may 
be inflamed. Occasionally, a 
nodule may rupture, dis¬ 
charging a cloudy, fatty 
material which is sterile. 

The course of this bizarre 
disease is protracted and is 
marked by intermittent pe¬ 
riods of relapses and recov¬ 
ery. It is rarely disabling. 

No satisfactory treatment 
has been found for this con¬ 
dition. Certain antibiotics 
have been credited with im¬ 
provement in some cases. In 
general the use of ACTH and 
cortisone has been dis¬ 
appointing. 

Q .—What causes numb¬ 
ness in the fingers?—S.E. 

■IL—In order to determine 
the cause for numbness in 
two or more fingers, it is im¬ 
portant to know more details 
of the history of its onset, 
rapidity of development and 
the nature of any associated 
symptoms.
